Hardy Chrysanthemums 


The Hardy Pompon Chrysanthemum is now universally planted 
in almost all gardens. It has no equal in the late Fall, either in 
solid beds or in mixed borders, as they give life and color to the 
garden after all other vegetation is destroyed by frost. It is 
one the very few flowering plants that improve after the first 
frost and theirs are the only flowers to be seen outside during 
November. 

Many Chrysanthemums are hardy as far as the plant is con- 
cerned, but are of little value for flowering out of doors, as their 
buds are blackened by frost. The varieties offered below are 
tried out-door sorts and flower from September until November. 
Our list contains ‘standard sorts as well as the later introduc- 
tions in hardy varieties, which are also useful when grown in 
pots for indoor decoration. 

Chrysanthemum Inodorum (Bridal Robe.) Although this is 
said to be a Biennial, we find that for several years it comes up 
with us annually and withstands the most severe winters with- 
out injury. It is a magnificent border plant. Flowers continual- 
ly the whole summer and fall, bearing large sprays of double 
white flowers in great profusion, very suitable for cutting, espe- 
cially on account of its fern like foliage.
